The Railroad Operators Ordered 
Out—Hast St, Louis Operators 
— Quit To-Night. © 


Both Sides Tell Widely Divergent Stories— 
Tampering with the WiresEffort to Pre- 
vent the Boston Papers Getting a Report 
of the Sugging Match—Reward Offered— 
Situation in New York and Elsewhere--The 


Telegraph Strike. 


The Brotherhood of Telegraphers do not appear 
to have the streugth among the raiiroad operators 
that they have ted the public to believe they had. 
The Chicago and Alton operators werg called out 
yesterday noon, aud over the whole line ouly 
eleven men went out. The Wabash men were or- 
dered out at the same time and only four men re- 
sponded. But one division of the Wabash was or- 
dered out, however, the ove generally Known 4s 
the Springfield division.” This covers nearly 1,000 
miles of road, and there are almost as many oper- 
ators on’ the division as there are miles, More 
men than were reported may have gone out, but 
information received up to the present writing Is 
to the effect that but four men quit their posts. 
Of course it was an easy matter for the companies 
td replace these men, and consequently the strike 
was insignificant. The operators on the Delaware 
and Lackawanna road were also requested to 
leave their positions by the Brotherhood yester- 
day afternoon. The Delawareand Lackawanna 


was looked upon asthe stronghold of the Brother- 
hood, but, strange to say, not a single man left his 
instrument at the time the order went into effect, 
por have any quit since then. 
THE IRON MOUNTAIN 

operators received their orders from the 
Brothernoo® yesterday to quit work at 
neon to~<lay. Master Workman Shaw said yes- 
terday that the 2rotherbood was very strong on 
the Iron Mountain Road. <A _ reporter of the 
Post-DisPATcuH waited at the Western Union 
Office to-day tili nearly 1 o’clock.and no hews was 
neard of the strike. A call was made on the su- 
perintendent of telegraph of the Gould South- 
western System shortly afterward, and he svid 
that he had received news of only one man strik- 
jug, and he was the operator at Fredericktown, 
Mo. This man did not.leave bis post, but simply 
refused to receive commercial business. 

“There may be some nen who have gone to 
dinner and will not come back,” said the Superin- 
tendent, “but this one man is all we've heard 
from so far.” : 

The only information that can be obtained 
about the strike comes from the railroad and tele- 
graph companies. Manager Brown, of the West- 
ern Union, sald the back bone of the strike in Kan- 
sas City was broken. seven of the striking opera- 
tors having gone to work vésterday. “Two of 
the strikers who left this office,” said he, “came 
back yesterday and are at work up stairs now.” 

MR. BROWN BAID 

he was not at liberty to give the names of the re- 
turned strikers, or rather, that he did not 
like to, as he did not want them 
een He said that there Was a 
etter corps of operators in the 
Western Union building now than there was be- 
fore the strike. .The circumstances of their en- 
trance in the office made the employes bhar- 
mouious and fraternal, The chief operator said 
he got better work out of them than he aid out of 
his oid force, He stated that there were eighty- 
four operators on day duty aad forty at night. 

Col. Baker said he could possibly have no 
trouble froma-strike of railroad operators, as he 
lad all the men he wanted and a _ pigeon-hole of 
applications for work. “I told Mr. Hammond 
yesterday,” he said, “that if he 
needed oparators I could send him twenty 
at a moment's notice, and without the slightest 
inconvenience, to say nothing of turning over the 
letters of application to him.” 

THE OPEKATORS’ SIDE. 

While the telegraph superintendents talk in this 
airy strain, it must be taken into consideration 
that it is their business, if not thelr duty, to-do so, 
and that an intelligent body of strikers would 
nardly call out four or five operators belonging to 
the Brotherhood out of a thousand. Operatora 
who were seen on the street to-day say 
that the Wabash strike was much more 
efiective than has veen reported. They 
say that .at Decatur, Lil, seven operators 
out of a force of eight went out yesterday. The 
morning trains took to East St. Louis about forty 
striking operators from small towns in Itinois. 
At the Wabash Junction the three Wabash oper- 
ators will go out this evening. 

FAST ST. LOUIS. 

What will really be a serious blow will be the 
strike of railroad operators at East St. Louis this 
evening. Twuere are forty-two men over the river, 
and all these except six will go out to-night or to- 
morrow. A meeting of operators will be held at 
Kast St. Louis this afternoon. 

The leaders of the strike in this city have al- 
luded several times to a heavier blow than a 
strike of railroad operators. This blow is now 
thought to bea strike of the raiiroad engineers. 
The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers and 
the Brotherhood of Telegraphers come within 
the jurisdiction of the Knights of Labor, ana it 
Is not unlikely that the engineers will be called 
upon to belp the telegraphers out of their trouble.

Important Meeting of the Local 
Committee to be Held To. 
Morrow,

An Interesting Letter from U. $. Senator 
Gibson of Louisiana—How $20,000 is to be 
Raised—The Washington Convention, 


ae eee = 


A reporter of the Post-LisPaTon met Mr. Geo. « 


L. Wright, the Secretary of the Mississippi River 
Improvement Committee, to-day on 'Change. Mr. 
Wright has just returned from an Eastern trip, 
and he expressed himself as thoroughly 
well satisfied with the . manner jn’ which 
the movement looking to the improvement of the 
river was progressing. “Everything Is in good 
shape,” said Mr. Wright. ‘‘We hold a meeting of 
the local committiee in the reading room of the 
Exchange here at 1 p, m. to-morrow. The 
committee, you Know, has been granted some 
powers which it did not previously possess. 


And there is the right to raise money by an as- 
sessinent on the various boards of trade and com- 
mercial bodies, We have ahout decided that we 
wiil need $20,000. While] was Kast] met Capt, 
Woods, the chairman of our committee, and 
he fully coneurred in all I had to. gay. 
We are also arranging to get outa eall, which 
wiil be furnished tothe various boards of trade 
and to which we expect to secure at least 5,000,000 
signers. This will be presented 
gress and we will back it ‘up later by our 
convention which wili be held in Washington. 
In my mail, which I opeyed to-day, 1 received 
among other letters, one from C, E, Webb, of the 
the Citizens’ Committee of Vicksburg, tn which 
he suggests tbat the various commercial bodies 
ret together, that each of them elect a chairman 
and that the men so elected consutute the central 
committee with headquarters at 8t. Louis. 
I have also received communications upon this 
subject from ‘. F. Phelps, Seeretary of the 
Board. of Trade of Winona, Minn., aud from Wm. 
F, Burwell, President of the Chamber of Qum- 
merce at New Oileaus.” 

“Atwhat time will the convention in Washbing- 
ton be held?” 

“We had partially determined to hold it in Feb- 
ruary, but to this, tuere is someobjection. Lhave 
a letter from Mr. Gibson, United Siates Senator 
froin Louisiana, which refers to this very matter 
and which will probably have considerable weight 
in pring the question. Senator Gibson is the 
man who iutroduced the original bill to create the 
River Commission and his views on the subject 
are worthy of consideration,” 

Mr. Wright handed over the following letter: 

SWEET SPRINGS, W. VA., July 19. 1883. 
Hon. George 8. Wright, Secretary of the Missis- 
sipp! River linprovement committee, St. Louis: 

DEAR SiR—I have been much gratified at the 
zeal with which the citizens of St. Louis uvhold 
the legisiation for the improyement of the Mis- 
sissippi River. I fear, however, you have post- 
poned the meeting of your commiitee to tuo late a 
date. In my humble judynieit it should meet at 
Washington early after the first of December, and 
again, if necessary, at a later date, 

Under the practice of the Government, the ap- 

ropriations made at the approaching session of 
Jongress will not be available until afler June 30, 
i884. Isit not highly important that we should 
obtain an appropriauion earty—Dy the Ist of Jahu- 
ary, if possible—not merely to carry forward aud 
protect the works already undertaken, but to pre- 
yent waste and their loss and destruction? 

The first measure offered In the XLIVth Con- 
gress was a resolution constituting a standing 
committee on levees, and from that time until 
now, coverlug a period uf more than eight years. 
I have endeavored in every way to secure sucha 
moulfication of the rules of the House as would 
allow of the separate consideration of tie inter- 
ests of the Mississippi River. Tue records show 
this, aud they show also that the House has 
steadily refused to pe'mit separate consideration 
both by the action of its great committees, when 
the question was brought velore them, us well as 
when I brought It directiy before the House itself. 
Of course, therefore, in conducting the legislation 
for the improvement of the river, I foitlowed, as I 
was obliged to do, the established rules aud the 
practice of the House, But it may be that on ac- 
count of the widespread interest that is now mai- 
ifested by the whoie people of the Valiey in this 
legislation, that through the combined efforts of 
the representatives of the Valley the Housé ape 
the committees may be induced to relax the rujes 
and to permita bill to be brought in separate 
from other commerce bills, ter the Missis i 
River. The vast} that“must follow de AY 
and the immeasurable benefits from prompt ac- 
tion, the urgency of the casé, may enuabie ‘pur 
Represeutatives in the House to secure an appro- 
priation immediately after the meeting of Con- 
gress. I was able w carry bills while a member 
of the House ap be as ry over seyen milion 
aoliars for the Mississippi River, but I was coin- 
pellead to go to the Committee o} Commerce and 
to incorporate these appropriations for the Miss- 
issippi with those of tlic other rivers and harvors 
of the country. under the rules of both the House 
and the Committee.

Made of Alcohol, — Oil, Glycerine, 


From the Caterer. 

It is laid down in the books that butyrate 
ether is prepared by mixing 100 parts of 
butyric acid with 100 parts of alcohol and 50 
parts of concentrated suipiurie acid, and ag- 
itating the mixture for a snort time. This 
butyric ether is very soluble in aicohol, and 
is said Ww be mucu used to communicate a 
pineapple flavor to rum. butyric ether dis- 
solved in 8 or 10*parts of alcohol forms the 
essence of pineapple. From 26 to 25 drops 
of this essence added te a pound of sugar 
containing a little citric acid, imparts to the 
mixture @ strong taste of pineappie. Acetate 
of amylic ether is nade by distilling a mix- 
ture of one part of amylic alconol (this jast 
being what is known as fusel oil), two of 
acetate of potassa aud one of concentrated 
suiphurie acid. It will thus be seen that 
much of what is bought and sold as pure 
fruit essences are chemical compounds en- 
tirely ; that they are only mixtures of certain 
ethereal compounds of organic acids with the 
oxides of ethyl and amyi series of ethera, 
and that they do not contain the ghost of the 
fruits they are named after.

Yesterday at a meeting of the City Com- 
migsioifers of Sewers, Dr. Sedgwick Saun- 
ders, the medical officer of health, reported 
that much alarm had been created by prema- 
_ ture speculations on the probability of chol- 
era reaching this country during the autumn. 
In order to minimize the danger of such a 
visitation as cholera, they should at once en- 
deavor to eliminate those elements which 
acted as factors inits production and regu- 
lated and governed its virulence. The sew- 
ers should pe flushed oftener than at pres- 
ent, and deodorents used occasionally. Foul 
ases from the sewers should be intercepted 
* providing a filtering medium of freshly 
powdered charcoal at the jynction of the 
ventiJating shaft with the roadway, and by 
closing the gratings in the roadways alto- 
gether, and carrying a pipe havinga mini- 
mum diameter of six inches from the top of 
the ventilating shaft to the roof of an ad- 
joining house. The catcnpits in connection 
with the street gullies should be emptied 
and deodorized every twenty-four hours. 
The roadways should be sprinkled 
daily with water containing . some 
gernicide. The courts and alleys 
should be flushed and  deodorized 
daily, and the entrances and side walls of 
the narrower courts lime-whitened occa- 
sionally. Afl house refuse should be re- 
moved daily, and the public dustbins 
emptied twice a dav. The regulations for 
theremoval of hog-wash and all kinds of 
animal and vegetable refuse from taverns 
and restaurants should be stringently ea- 
forced, Stables and cowsheds should be 
frequently inspected, and persons conveying 
offensive materials through the city during 
the prohibited hours should be prosecuted. 
Special examinations should be made into 
the condition, location and water supply. of 
cisterns in houses in public buildings. he 
comimon jiodging houses should be put under 
more direct control, and each one properly 
registered. Prosecutions should be sys- 
tematically instituted against offenders un- 
der the Smoke Nuisance act. The food in- 
spectors should be enjoined to increased 
vigilance in detecting and seizing every de- 
scription of unsound food, including meat, 
fish, fruit and vegetables.. On tne appear- 
auce of the first well-authenticated case of 
cholera of the true Asiatic type, a house-to- 
house visitation by competent medical men 
should be at once commenced. He would 
advert to the paramount importance of close 
attention to the condition of the water 
supply. The general consenus was _ that 
water was the great carrier of all poisons 
which emanated irom the dejecia of enteric 
diseases. The water should be analyzed 
from time to time,and the position and ciean- 
liness of the cisterns caretuily considered.

With frosts before the 15th of October, it 
is feared the corn crop: of that section will be 
short. From Northwest Missouri advices are 
that the crop is poor, as also .from different sec- 
tions of Iilinois.—— The Toledo, Cincinnati and 
St. Louis road—the new narrow gauge—is turning 
the wheat away from St. Louis and carrying it to 
Toledo.

Louis, even at points only 86 miles 
from this market. One reason for the cheap rate 
given is, that, while this road would just as soon 
have the long hanlfas the short, it really making 
little difference’to them, they have the advantage 
of west-bouna freight by running their 
cars to Toledo, whereas if they send their 


cars to St. Louis floaded with grain, 
they are liable to take them back empty.—— 
Stocks of grain in Chicago thls morning were 
5,729,596 bu wheat, 1,746,105 bu corn, 594,845 bu 
oats and 306,889 bu rye, showing a decrease from 
last Tuesday of 31,008 bu in corn, 42,555 bu in oats 
and 73,965 bu in rye and an increase of 59,642 bu in 
wheat,——The boys in the “pit”? had so very little 
to do to-day that they put in most of their time 
singing (?).

BETTER TELL THE TRUTH. 

The Canadian gentiemen who are caught 
wild on the swampy shores of Lake Michi- 
gan and harnessed to the work of Chicago 
journalism without any preliminary instruc- 
tion in the political bistory of the United 
States, are necéssarily permitted and ex- 
pected to utter a great deal of strange gib- 
berish. Butin view of the abundance and 
cheapness of political text-books, we submit 
to Philosopher MEDILL that his young men 
are crowding the utmost limit of poetic li- 
cense when they insert in the editorial col- 
umns of the Tribune such wild nonsense as 
this about the Kentucky Resolutions of 
*98-'99 ; 

They were passed by a backwoods community 
under the dictation of slaveholders for the con- 
servaiion of human chattelism. The dogma of 
State sovereignty never had any other purpose. 
The right of Kentucky to secede from the Union, 
as proclaimed in those resolutions, was only enun- 
ciated in the interests of slavery. If slavery 
could have been maintained forever in the opin- 
ion of its upholders without secession, we should 
never have heard of State sovereiguty or the reso- 
tutions of 98. When slavery was abolished State 
sovereignty was abolished, and it has not been 
seriously heard of since, except as its dying 
phases bave been recorded. 


Now, to guard the rising generation against 
the mischief that may be in them, it is not 
best to grossly misrepresent the well-known 
history of those resolutions and the equally 
well-known anti-slavery record of their illus- 
trious author. They had no reference to 
slavery, but grew out of the exciting and 
bitter cohtroversy over the “Alien and 


— oo 


} Sedition Law” of JoHN ADAMs’ administra- 


tion—at a time when there was no party dif- 
ference or dispute about slavery. All the States 
but one held slaves at that time and the 
Northeastern States were in the full exercise 
of their reserved right to continue the African 
slave trade until] 1808. Some of the largest 
slave traders and strongest pro-slavery men 
supported the JoHN ADAMS administration, 
while his great opponent, THOMAS JEFFER- 
SON, Was an avowed anti-slavery man who 
emancipated his own slaves and had it 
inscribed on his tomb thathe was the au- 
thor of the ordinance which dedicated 
the entire Northwestern Territory, in- 
cluding Illinois, to freedom, forbidding 
slavery therein forever. His influence se- 
cured that great transfer of Virginia’s terri- 
tory to the Union, and his hand wrote the 
words which forever excluded slavery there- 
from. The same hand wrote the original 
draft of the Kentucky resolutions of ’98-’99. 

Whatever error may have been embodied 
in those resolutions has since been corrected, 
either by the settled decisions of the Supreme 
Court or by the accepted arbitrament of war. 
All discussion of the mooted point of doc- 
trine is ended, and the Tribune’s misrepre- 
sentations of the facts is inexcusable. For 
it is notorious that the doctrines of those 
resolutions, as finally explained in Mr. 
MADISON’sS report thereon, were indorsed 
by anti-slavery men as well as’ by 
slave-holders in the subsequent election to the 
Presidency of Mr. JEFFERSON fortwo terms, 
Mr. MApIson for two terms and Mr. Mon- 
ROE for two terms, all in succession. 

Up to the late war no great-party ever in 
its platform disputed the doctrine of that re- 
port, andthe Democratic party’s indorse- 
ment of these resolutions by name was rati- 
fied by the people in all but three Presiden- 
tia] elections from the beginning of the cent- 
ury to 1860. 

Of the doctrine of State rights and State 
sovereignty the old Abolitionists were as 
tenacious as the ‘“‘Slavocrats.’’ As for the 
Tribune’s allegation that State rights and 
State sovereignty were utterly abolished by 
the war, it will find the opposite ground 
taken very emphatically inan unbroken line 
of decisions rendered by our Republican Su- 
preime Court since the war.

Law and Order. 
St. Louis, August 5, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Post- DisPATCH made a suggestion a few 
days ago that seems to me wise and practical. It 
is that after a fair trial to enforce the Downing 
law in its essential features shall have been made, 
the opposition of saloon-keepers, brewers and 
distillers is successful, the Governor should call 
a special meeting of the Legislature for the pur- 
pose of strengthening the law or repealing it. 
This would be good economy in the end, for, as a 
law-abiding community and as a sovereign State, 
Missouri cannot afford to have alarge and wealthy 
class of its citizens in open resistance to its laws. 


Such a meeting, with the same members who 
passed the Downing law, but who have since had 
epportunity of learning the drift of public opin- 
ion through the State, would be better prepared 
than before to carry out the will of their eon- 
stituents. In the meanwhile let the prowersy con- 
stituted authorities, and all law-abiding citizens 
of every shade of feeling, incinding high-license 
men and prohibitionists, do all they can to sustain 
the law as it 1s,and to prosecute offenders, of 
whatever grade. Personally I did not advocate it. 
and do not like it now. It1s clumsy and inefficient. 
But while it is the law let us honestly make the 
pest of it, working all the time In the direction of 
better things. Oi course, as everybody knows, 
the attempi to excuse the violation of the Down- 
ing law, as if it were only a disregard of the 
“Puritan Sabbath,” is a mere feteh. Stop the sale 
of intoxicating liquors on Sunday and the “Sap- 
bath laws” in general will soon take care of them- 
selves, Itis ali nonsense to treat the dramshop 
and saloon as if they were useful institutions, 
“respectable as any other business, and therefore 
equally to be allowed.” We all know to the con- 
trary. They are nuisances and crime-creators 
and a curse to the community always and every- 
where. To reduce the tariff toa minimum is the 
aim of all wise legislation. The only plausible 
objection to probibition is the untrue assumption 
that ‘it does not prohibit.”” The best argument 
for lich license is that it comes “as near prohibi- 
tion a8 We can at present get.”

Cyclopean Citizens—Interviews With a 
Dealer and a Venerable Eye-Polisher.

_ A PostT-VISPATCH reporter was coming down 
town in an Olive street car when his attention 
was atiracted by a young lady who, though her 
face was Slightly turned away, still bestowed fond 
glances on him from the liquid depths of a bright 
blue eye. Suddenly the lady, while continuing to 
gaze on the reporter, bowed to a gentleman who 
entered the car, and as she turned her head the 
reporter discovered that the Jovely optic that had 


m.isbed him was made of glass, aud was skirmish- 


ing around on its own account. As the car 
stopped at the fout of Olive street the reporter, in 
pursuit of information on the subject of glass eyes, 
called on @ well-known Fourth street optician, 
who courteously gave the information required. 


“There are about fffteen thousand artificial 
eyes imported into the United States annually,” 
said the optician; “they come from Germany and 
Austria, privcipaliy from Vienna, Weisbaden, 
Frankfort and Stutzebach, in the Thuringian 
forest, We import direct, and our annual sales are 


from 300 te 350 eyes in the city, besides our coun-. 


try trade.” 

“Are they profitable goods to handle?” 

“They would be were it uot for the trouble that 
we have in filting themitn, Semetimes we have 
to change the eye several times so as to suit the 
taste of the purchaser. The principal troupile 
arises from the fact that the naturai iris expands 
and contracts according tothe light it receives, 
while, of course, the artificial iris is of an uniform 
size. generally alittie smaller than the natural 
one. Many of our customers do not understand 
this and come to us complaining that 

THEIR EYES DON'T MATCH. 
We sell artificial eyes from $10 to 315 each. This 
includes the cost of filting them in. Be- 
sides, to sell the number of eyes that we 
do, requires that we keep a stock of 
four or five thousand. The oculists charge 
bout $25 for an artificial eye, and they buy them 
rom us at a discount,” 

“What class of persons wear glass eyes?” 

“All classes. About one-third of our customers 
are women; ihe other two-thirds are men, of 
whom a large percentage have lost their eyes 
through working in certain trades, like milling, 
or from foundries, where fiving pieces of metal 
burn out the eyes of the employes. In fact, in 
proportion to the population there are more one- 
eyed people in Paterson, N. J., than in any other 
city in the worid. Three preprietors of a single 
foundry there have lost an eye each. Pittsburg 
comes next, and in tins city one-eved folks abound 
in the ueighborhood of manufacturing establish- 
ments. It is estimated that one person in every 

e hundred and_ fifty isone-eyea. Computing the 

pulation of the country at fifty millions, this 
rate gives about three hundred and thirty-three 
thousand asthe uumber of persons with oulv one 
eye in the United States. Consequent- 
ly while fifteen thousand persons  sup- 
ply themselves with an _ artificial eye 

wo hundred and eighteeu thousand carry around 
an empty socket.” 

“How long dues an artificial eye last?” 

“With ordinary care it ought to last for four or 
five years, sometimes much longer. They shouid 
be taken out at nigbtand kept in clean water; 
the alkaline secretions and salt trom the tear 
giands has a corroding effect on the glass, and in 
course of time they become rough on the inner 
surface and dull on the outside; in such cases 
they need repolishing. Wehave workmen who, 
although they are unable to make aa artificial eve, 
can polish up an ola one to perfection. The 
charge for polishing is $2 50 per eye. Many of our 
cusiomers have an extra eye that they wear while 
the regular optic is being polishea up. Of course 
alter several polishings the eye becumes too smal 
and has to be replaced.” 

“Is it €asy to detect an artificial eye?” 

“Not if the operation of removing the decayed 
eye is conducted by a  skiliful ocuilist. 
In such cases the mus¢les remain  itact, 
and the eye, when carefully fitted, corresponds 
in color and motion with the natural eve. On the 
other hand, if the operation has been a bad one 
the class-eye.remains. fixed or wanders around 
carelessly like the young lady’s that you saw on 
the street car. There is one thing I will tell you, 
and that is, that over three-fourths of those who 
have lostthe use of aneyecan blame ignorant 
physicians as the cause. This may seem a rather 
sweeping assertion, but it is true. 

BY ILL TREATMENT 
some slight ailment becomes more serious ana 
eventually resultsin the lossof the eye. There 
is one thing that can always be discovered in the 
artificial eye and thatis the want of contractile 
power; on close observation this can always be 
observed.” 

“What colors of eyes are most in demana?”’ 

“Well, that known as Irish blue, a peculiarly 
light azure that predominates in Ireland, but we 
sell all shades and sizes. The artificial eye must 
be a complete match, every little vein must be re- 
produced, even the expression must be studied in 
order to make a good fit. The eyes are 
necessarily fragile, and are often broken, espe- 
cially py nervous people who are constantly 
changing their eyes, and who sometimes have a

Nowadays netbing but 
enamel, a species of glass, is used, The makers 
are very ecuthuslastic in their praises of their 
work, so much so that “one of the eraft, when his 
principal customer, who squinted hovrribiy, re- 
pennones him with not being able to make him 
ook straight in front of him, calmly proposed to 
cure the deiect by making him a duplicate arti- 
ficial eye to replace the living visuai organ.”

THE HOT WATER CURE. 


Ite Origin and the Rules Prescribed 
for Its Use. 


The Beneficial Effect Upon the Human 


System-—A Quarter-Century’s Expe- 
rience With the Cure—How and When 
te Take the Steaming Dose. 


The recent publication of interviews with a 
number of the leading physicians on the subject 
of “the hot water cure” has attracted considera- 
bie attention, and the favorable opinions therein 
expressed ofa treatment that does not include 
the usé of nauseous drugs, bas led many to wish 
for more explicit directions for using the water. 

The practice of administering hot water for the 
cure of diseases originated with Dr. James H. Sal- 


isbury of New York, in 1858, who claimed that his 
assertions in regard to the drinking of hot water 
were founded on physiological experiments at the 
outset, verified in the treatment of diseases, and 
based on the experience derived from the treat- 
ment of thousands of cases since 1858. His per- 
sonal estimate of tne treatment@may be given in 
his own words: 

“If I were confined,” he said, ‘‘to one means of 
medication. I would take hot water, I have drunk 
it for twenty-five years.” 

The following directions are given by Dr. Satis- 
bury, and should be carefully observed by those 
who wish to obtain the full benefit of the treat- 
ment: **The water must be hot; not cold or luke- 
warm. This is to excite downward peristalsis 
of the alimentary canal.. Cold water depresses, 
as it uses animal heat to bring it up to the 
the temperature of the body and there is a 
loss of nerve force in this proceeding. Lukewarm 
water excites upward peristalsis or vomiting, as is 
well Known, By hot water is meant a roan Spe 
ture Of 100° to 150° F., such as is commonly likea 
in the use of tea or coffee. In cases of Nemor- 
rhages the temperature should be at blood heat. 
ice water is not aliowed in any case, sick or well. 

Dr. Salisbury first used half a pint of hot water 
ata draught. but he found that quanti#y insuffi- 
cient to wash out the stomach. He accordingiy 
directa the patient to drink from one half pint to 
one pint or one and a half pints at oue drinking. 
Hot water should be drunk one to two hours be- 
fore each meal, and balfan hour before retiring 
to bed. If taken immediately before meals it is 
apt to be followed by vomiting. One td two 
hours allows the hot water time enough to 
get out of the stomach before the fooa enters, 
and thus avoids vomiting. Should the 
patient be thirsty between meals half a piut of hot 
water can be taken any time between two hours 
after a meal and one hour before the next meal. 
This ts to avoid diluting the food in the 
stomach with water. 

In drinking the hot water it should be sipped, 
and not drunk so fast as to distend the stomach 
and make it feel uncomfortable. From fifteen to 
twenty minutes may be consumed during 

THE DRINKING OF HOT WATER. 

Six months is generaliy required to wash out 
the liyer and intestines thoroughly, but, as the 
practice promotes health, it may be continued 
throughout life, and the benefits of “cleanliness 
inside” be enjoyed. The drag and friction 
on human existence, from the effects of 
fermentation, foulness, and indigestible food, 
when remoyed gives life a wonderful elasticity 
and puoyancy. 

To make hot water palatable it is sometimes de- 
sirable to medicate it with aromatic spirits of am- 
monia, ginger, lemon juice, sage. or salt. When 
there is intense thirst and dryness, a pinen of 
saltpeter nay'be added to allay the thirst and 
leave a moistened film over the parched and dry 
mucous membrane. -When necessary a little cin- 

i, ginger and pepper may be boiled in the 
water, and the quantity drank lessened, an if re- 
quired a teaspoontul of sulphate of magnesia, or 
half a teaspoonful of dandelion root may be addea 
to the hot water. 

Not more than half a pint of liquia should be 
drunk ata meal. A greater quantity will dilute 
the gastric juice, or Wash it out prematurely, and 
thus interiere with the digestive process. 

The beneficial effects of drinking hot water will 
be observed in the improved feeiiug of the patient. 
The bile is washed down its normal channel and 
the alimentary canal is cleansed from iis ferment- 
ing contents. The perspiration starts freely after 
drinking; the skin becomes healthy in feeling and 
looks; the digestion ts correspondingly improved, 
and with this iinprovement comes a better work- 
ing of the machine. Thirst and dry mucous mein- 
branes disappear in afew days. lee-water is not 
craved for, and those who have drunk ice-water 
freely are cured of this propeusity. 

Juebriety has a strong foe in the use of hot 
water. The gas that is sometimes eructated after 
drinking hot water is not produced by the water, 
but was present before, and the peristalsis ejects 
it, although sometimes air is swallowed in sip- 
ping the water. Seme physicians have advised 
against hot wuter, on the ground that it would 
burn the cuating of the stomach, yet this objec- 
tion cab bardly:hold gvuod after an experience of 
twenty-five years use of the treatment. Again, 
tie same physicians drink tea and coffee at the 
saiue Llemperainre.

BATHERS’ CRAMP. 


A Danger to Which All Persons are Ex- 
posed in Summer. 
From the British Medical Journal- 

Some recent bathing fatalities have again 
drawn attention to the subject of bathers’ 
cramp. If the nature and causes of this 
dangerous affection were more generally 
known, it is probable that many deaths from 
drowning in the bathing season might be 
prevented. Crampis a painful and tonic 
muscular spasm. I[t may occur in any part 
of the body, but is especially apt to oecur in 
the lower extremities, and, in its miider 
forms, it is limited to a single muscie. Pain 
is severe and the contracted muscles are 
hard and exquisitely tender. Ina few min- 
utes the spasm and pain cease, leaving a 
local sensation of fatigue and soreness. 
When acramp affects only one extremity, 
no swimmer or bather, endowed with aver- 
age presence of mind, need drown; but, 
when cramp seizes the whole of the volun- 
tary system, as it probably does in the worst 
cases, nothing, in the absence of prompt and 
efficent extraneous assistance, can save the 
victim from drowning. Although the inti- 
mate nature of muscular cramps, and the 
precise mode in which they are established, 
are still unknown, experience has furnished 
us with sufficent data on the subject to en- 
able us to recognize the chief conditions of 
their causation. These conditions area pe 
culiar insusceptibilty or idiosynerasy: the 
shock of coid applied to the general surface 
of the body: prolonged muscular exertion; 
and forcibie and sudden muscular exertion, 
especially in the direction of the extension 
of the extremities. Therecan be no doubt 
about a liability to muscular eramp being an 
individual peculiarity. The disorder is es- 
peciaily apt to arise in persons of irritable 
temperament. Whiie cramp has been met 
with in all ages, sexes, temperaments and 
climates , it has been observed that it occurs 
far more frequentiy in warm climates tian 
in cold, and chiefiy in the hottest of warm 
climates, and that persons of midd!e age suf- 
fer most from the affection, and men more so 
than women, and robust and vigorous more 
so than the weakly. Neither can there be 
any doubt that the shock of cold applied to 
the snrface ul the body, especially when the 
body is unduly heated, is the commonest de- 
termining crainp. On this fact is founded 
the common prejudice against bathing when 
the body is much heated. Many fatal cases 
have iilustrated this point. Only afew days 
ago, a robust soldier, who was an expert 
Swimmer, rowed in a boat, upon a sultry 
evening, to a deep pool; here, with his body 
glowing with muscular exertion, he plunged 
into the water with the intention of taking a 
refreshing bath, when he was immediately 
seized with general muscular crainp, so that 
the poor fellow was at once drowned. That 
mere prolongation of muscular exertion, as 
in continued swimming, and that foreible 
and sudden exertion, particularly in the ex- 
tension of the extremities, as in swimming, 
with very vigorous and rapid strokes, are, 
respectively, efficient and frequent determin- 
ing causes of cramp, are familiar experiences 
to every swimmer. These muscular con- 
ditions, however, usually eive rise only to 
the slighter and more localized forms of 
cramp. Serious cramp is a peril which men- 
aces most persons with highly developed 
muscles. Jis most powerful and most avoid- 
able cause is the sudden immersion of the 
body, when its surface is highly heated, in 
water of a relatively low temperature.

The Life Ke Led in England—Food, 
_ Prices and Wages. 
¥rom the London Spectator. 


Both horses and oxen were used on the! 
Jand; wheat, barley, oats. rve, and beans 
and peas weregrown. ‘Tie mediwval farmer 
was entirely dependent on his hay and straw 
for the winter keep of his stock, for there 
were.no winter roots, and the hay was only 
the produce of ovativo grasses, artificial 
grasses being unknown for 800 years longer, 
attle.aud sheep were fattened in summer, 
and killed at its close, and their flesh salted 
for winter use; for few could be kept in con- 
dition, save at great expense, through the 
winter months, Theold songof “Summer 
is a-cumin ip,” meant much more in those 
days than it does in ours; the return of 
spring and summer meant areturn to fresh 
meat and fresh vegetable diet. Onions, gar- 
lie and mustard were grown, but the profu- 
sion Of garden produce of the preseut day 
was quite unknown, and food, thous 
abundant, was coarse and wauting in vari- 
ety. Professor ers has uoted only one 
instance of the purchase of a quarter of a 
undof “cabeche” seed in 1458, by King’s 
ollege, Cambridge, at the enormous rate 
of 48. per pound, and this was probably an 
experiment. The cultivation of the hop was 
introduced from the Low Countries early in 
the sixteenth century, and somewhat later 
sheep farming began to take the place of 
agriculture and was a subject of complaint 
and of legisiation, ‘The practice appears to 
have arisen from two causes—ihe deficiency 
of capital, owing to the general impoverish- 
ment uf the country and the high prices of 
wool.” In 1532 some flockmakers had 20,000, 
6,000-0r 5,000 sheep, and it was enacted that 
in future no one should have more than 2,000. 
Wheat and rye from the Baltic were im- 
ported in qanntity sufficient to attract the 
notice of the Legislature, so that the Englisi 
farmer Was exposed to competition in corn 
while he had the practical monopoly of the 
wool market. As a consequence, land was 
laid down in grass, and vast enclosures were 
made from the common field; and it was this 
practice, and the injury done to the poor by 
depriving them of their curtilages, that were 
the chief cause of Ket’s rebellion in 1549, 
which is “remarkable as being the last at- 
tempt which English laborers have made 
to secure what they believed to be justice 
vy force of arms.” Poultry and geese 
were everywhere reared. and must have 
been very welcome luxuries in win- 
ter. The price was low, a capon or a goose 
averaging 4d. during the fifteenth century. 
[It shuuid be noted, though the remark isa 
trite one, that a low money-value by no 
means indicates cheapness, which is relative 
to prices then current, aud cannot be com- 
pared with the prices of to-day. ‘The pur- 


*

century was extremely great. The average 
price Of an ox was 18s., of a good saddie- 
horse 55s., while wheat averaged 5s. 74d. 
and oats 2s. 1d. a quarter; but the wages of 
an ordinary labore: were barely 4d. a day. 
and the rent of arable iand did aot exceed 
6d.an acre, The yield was very simali—not 
more than a fourth of that of the present 
day—aud it may be put down that the 
average yield of wheat was not over seven 
bushels to the acre. When, in 1544, the de- 
basement of the coinage began, a notabie 
but variable rise was efiected in every com- 


modity but one, the exception being glass, 
the manufacture of which had been greatly 
improve. Taking the average price of the 
first 140 years as unity, the rise in the price 
of provisious was 2.71, but the price of labor 
rose Ouly 1.62, a difference which sufficieutiy 
explains the evil times that fell on the 
peasant. The golden era was past. 

“From the epoch of Henry’s death the 
degradation of the English laborer begins. 
For neariy three centuries the artisau sul- 
fered with the peasant; that is, as long as 
the combination jaws impeded the creation 
of those labor partnerships which we call 
trade unions. But the condition of tie farm 
laborer has gone on from bad to worse, has 
become more h. peless. ‘The best and most 
capable of them have fled from their tradi- 
tional occupation, and at the time at which 
lam writing (188}),as I foresaw when | 
wrote the Jast words of my first volume, six- 
teerr years ago, the agricuiturai problem in 
Engiand is not the adjustment of local bur- 
dens, or the arbitration of reut, or the revival 
of confidence in those who put capita! into 
land: butit is assuredly the recali of the az- 
ricuitura! laborer tu effective and hopeful in- 
dustry. Itis a striking illustration of the 
tact that econowica! history has uo break ip 
its chain of causes, bul that we are still en 
gaged with a problem which had its remote 
but certain beginnings in the wantonness vol 
Henry VIL, and in the rapacity of that aris- 
tocratic camarilia of adventurers which he 
planted round the throne of his infaut son.”’ 

The artisan and the mechanic flourished 
during the fifteenth century, and the early 
part of the sixteenth. Wages were good, and 
the hours of work short; indeed, the sum- 
mum bonum of the British workinan, eight 
hours aday, seems to have been attained. 
‘The houses and habits of the people at this 
period were extreiely filthy. Life in the 
middle ages must have been full of constant 
alarm from plague and pestilence, and the 
only Wonder is that the Black Death ever 
ceased its ravages. In the large towns espe- 
cially, the waut of sanitary arrangements 
caused fearful mortality, and there cau be no 
doudt that their populations, like that 
of Londun in the eighteenth century, were 
kept up solely by Immigration from the 
country districts. ‘The history of the ‘Rise 
and Progress of Personal and Domestic 
Cieanliness” has yet to be written, but it is 
suggestive of the customs of the time that 
one iotrix does all the washing at New and 
All Soui’s Colleges, Oxford, and “her remun- 
eration at the latter society does not seem to 
denote very hard work.”’

How Irish Traitors Who Preceded 
Carey Were Punisned. 
From the Chicago Times. 


The fate of Bailey, who was murdered in 
Skipper’s Alley, Dublin, in the latter end of 
1881, should nave taught Carey how little 
dependence he could place upon police pro- 
tection when his services were no longer re+ 
quired. ‘This Bailey gave information to the 
authorities which enabled them t». wake one 
of the most extensive seizures of arms and 
ainmunition ever achieved by them in Ire- 
jand. - Twenty-live rifles, ten vevolvers, 
tweive thousaud rounds of ammunition, au 
immense store of dynamite, fulminate of 
mercury, detonating caps, and gunpowder 
fe.) into their bands through Bailey’s instru- 
mentality, How did the Goverument re- 
ward him? After a f rimight they with- 
drew police protection from him, buc prof- 
fered to pay his fare to London. a generosity 
which would have lessened the British ex- 
chequer by about $%. The wretched man 
begged to be sent cut to scme distant colony, 

leading that his life would be in as much 
jeopardy in Londen asin Dablin. The rep- 
resentative of the Crown in Ireland coud 
not dream of becoming responsible for such 
an extravagance, Bailey was turned adrift. 
His landiord would oot let him back inte his 
miserable tenement. His empluyer would 
not give him another hour's work. He was 
forced with his family into the workhouse. 
Even there tue paupers turned against hin 
und rendered his existence so uuecudurable 
that he ventured ints the outer worid again 
with the desperate resolve to beg or steal as 
much as woud take him out ol the country. 
Three days after his bedv was discovered in 
Skipper’s Aliey, and two bullets in his head 
toi from what quarter his death sentence

One 
cold, gray antumn morning his ¢orpse ‘was 
found under a London railway arch, and a 
huge cheese-knife driven through the back 
and penetrating the heart told that he had 
not died from natural causes. 

Warner, the Cork informer, who was the 
first to reveal the existence of the seditious 
spirit in the army, was attacked a year or $0 
subsequentiy in Clontarf. He was severely 
wounded, but did not die then, and his as- 
sailant, who was taken on the spot, got off 
with twenty years’ penal servitude. War- 
ner’s wounds hastened his death and ad 
to the agony of his last moments. 

Talbot, to whom the lifelong imprisonment 
of Sergeant McCarthy and other military 
Fenians was due, escaped for five or six 
years, but it was only a respiie, not a re- 

rieve. He was eventually shot through the 
lead in Hardwicke street, Dubiin, after 
leaving a brothel. He died in terrible pain, 
which was intensitied by the bungling of 
surgeons who attended him, and who, in 
probing for the bullet, explored every inch 
of his cranium. 

Another military informer named Meara 
was shot deadina public house in Bishop 
street, Dublin, before he had ended his ap- 

earance as a witness in the court-martial. 

The last informer who suffered the death 
penalty previous to Carey was a man nained 
Clarke, who was traced all the way from 
Mayo to western Ausiralia and shot while 
engaged in plowing a field,

NOT FOND OF SENSATIONS. 


Another Little War Reminiscence Em- 
phaticaily Contradicted, 
Gen. Jubal A. Easty in the Lynchburg News, 

I find in your paper of this morning a para- 
graph whieb is credited to the Richmond 
State, in which is this statement: 

“On one occasion Lee received thia devout 
dispatch from one tlank: ‘By the grace of 
God we have beaten them on the right,’ and 
on the other wing, ‘By d—n hard hgnting We 
have whipped them on the left.’ One lieu- 
tenant Was Jackson, the other Ewell.” 

Generai Ewell was incapable of such dis- 
respect to General Lee as sending the dis- 
patch attributed to him, and | don’t think 
that there was any officer of rauk in the 
army of Northern Virginia who would have 
exhibited such disregard of military proprie- 
ty. But the fact is that Genersl Ewell, up 
io the time of General Jackson’s death, 
fought in no battle whatever in which he did 
not ightas General Jackson’s subordinate. 
The ouly battles in which he fought during 
that time, wien General Lee was pres- 
ent commanding, were the seven days’ 
battles around Richmond, and he then 
fought under the immediate command ol 
Gen. Jackson, to whom any dispateh or 
report by him would have been sent, and 
not .to Gen. Lee. Gen. Eweil ivst his 
leg at. second Manassas, on the 238th of 
August, 1862, before the arrival of Gen. 
Lee, and did uot return to the army until 
afier Gen. Jackson’s death. He then same 
back as the commander of Jackson's oid 
corps, having been appointed to the position, 
as is uuderstuod, in accordance with the 
wish of Gen. Jackson expressed on his 
death-bed, He came back asa member of 
tue church, and remained a cousistent 
Christian until bis death, years after the 
war. Gen. Ewell himself is beyond tue 
reach of detraction or the mortiiication of 
seeing in print such thoughtiess stories as 
tue above; but he has near relatives aud 
wany iriends, to whom the circulation of 
sucii stories through the papers cannot fail 
io be vitensive. 1 may remark here that 
many Southerp papers are very incoBsistent 
iu publishing stories in regard tu the war, 
oiten the offspring of Yankee invention, 
merely because they are sensational. dSume 
of these slories are such as wouid provoke 
a saint, and, not being a saint myseif, 1 am 
olten tempted very surely to express myseif 
in very emphatic language, especially in 
regard to the Southern papers which repro- 
duce them, whicn 1 am sure would meet the 
fate of Uncie ‘Loby’s vath.
